2. In view of the applicant's amendments and after further consideration of the 
invention, the claims as presented avoid the prior art of record. The prior art does not 
disclose a treadmill having actuation means comprising a support frame, a main roller 
and a free roller on the support frame and an endless belt that winds around the support 
frame and the rollers wherein the actuation means is driven by the winding motion of the 
belt by energy supplied by a user. The actuation means for winding the belt also 
actuates a motor means for varying the support frame's incline. In particular, the motor 
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means control hydraulic cylinder means that are connected to the support frame to vary 
the inclination of the support frame.
